LOCAL EVENTS. 


An Old German Commits 
Suicide. 


HB HUNG FROM A GAS FIX TU RE, 


The Washouts on tbe R ailroads Be 
ing: Rapidly R epaired—Other 
Interesting: Item s. 


At 4 o’clock yesterday afternoon Cor­ 
oner Mere jith held an inqneet upon the 
body of George Hilten&n, alias Schleigh, 
a German abont 50 years of age who 
committed suicide by hanging himself 
earlier in the day. 
From the testimony 
it was learned th at H iltenan, who had 
roomed at Mrs. Regina Ziegenfuss’ lodg 
ing house at No. 159 South Los Angeles 
street for several months 
during the 
summer, returned there on Tuesday last 
and was assigned to room No. 24. Al­ 
though out of work he was apparently 
in good spirits and health, but he was 
not a very communicative m an and very 
little 
was 
known 
ot 
his private 
affairs. 
Yesterday m orning he aioce 
early and went oat, b at returned ag*ain 
unnoticed by the inm ates of the lodging- 
honse. 
At noon Mrs. Ziegenfuss went 
upstairs, brush and dust-pan in hand, to 
ciean up the rooms and make the beds, 
but on opening the door of room No. 24 
she saw the lodger hanging and screamed 
for assistance. 
One of her roomers, a 
railroad man uamod P. B. Moran, was 
on the stairway at the time. 
On hear­ 
ing his landlady’s scream he rushed np 
the stairs, and she managed to gasp out 
tbe account of w hat she had seen, and 
he¡etepped into the room. 
H iitenan’s 
body wa3 suspended by the neck from a 
gas-pipe in tbe room by a piece of 
clothes-line. 
His neck was broken and 
the body was cold, as if it bad been 
there for som i time. 
The Ooroner and police were notified 
as soon as possible, and Ofiicer Houston 
was dispatched to the house to cut the 
body down. 
An investigation of the 
room showed tb at Hilten&n must have 
cut a piece of rope sufficiently long for 
the purpose from a coil which was found 
in the drawer of the waehstand. From 
marks upon the table it was evident that 
he had drawn it from its place under the 
gaspipe, stood upon it, and hitched hie 
rope securely by a couple of half hitches, 
close to the ceiling, leaving the nooee 
hanging loose. 
Getting down again, 
he had returned the table to its place, 
drawn a chair under the noose, stood 
upon it, placed the noose around hie 
neck, drawn it tightly under his left ear, 
and jumped into the great "beyond.” 
Death m ust have been instantaneous, as 
the cervical vertebra' was dislocated. 
Two German laborers, nam ed C. W. 
Kriebs and John Braun, testified th at 
they had known him fo r over six years 
past, and that he web nicknamed "G ray 
Horse” among bis companions because 
of his gray hairs. 
His nam e, they said, 
was Schleigh, and he had worked as a 
cement sidewalk paver and fiuisher for 
some time past, b at of late had been out 
of work. They last saw him on Monday 
night at a saloon on Main street, at which 
time he was sober and apparently in 
good spirits. He had worked for M r. 
Moulitor, on Adams Btreet. 
J . W. Wescott, the proprietor of a 
little grocery store next door to the 
lodging house, stated that on Sunday 
last H iltenan bought a 5 cent I o a Í from 
him and asked permission to eat it in the 
store, as he was hungry and too proud to 
eat it on the Btreet. 
Permission was ac­ 
corded him and the grocer’s wife gave 
him a glass of milk and a piece of cheese, 
for which he appeared to be very grate­ 
ful. 
On passing tbe store yesterday 
morning at sunrise he spoke to tbe gro­ 
cer and remarked that it was a fine 
morning and a "lovely one for old peo­ 
ple.” 
The jury, on hearing tbe facts as stated 
above, returned a verdict of suicide by 
hanging. 
Mr. A. Geiger, a cement-sidewalk con 
tractor, called at th e H e r a l d office last 
night and stated that H iltenan had 
worked for him for several years, and, 
being a skilled mechanic, had always 
given him satisfaction. Owing to tbe 
decline of business he bad not employed 
him lately, but had promised him work 
at the beginning of the new year. 
Mr. 
Geiger scouted the idea th a t HiiteDan 
had committed suicide on account of 
poverty, as he knew tb at h« had money, 
and even should he be w ithout ready 
cash, he had plenty of friends who would 
have advanced it to him at his request. 
He was of the opinion th at H iltenan was 
temporarily deranged, and in support of 
this theory stated that about four weeks 
ago Hiltenan was sandbagged and robbsd 
out on Adams street, at which time he 
received two nasty blows on the head. 
He has never been the sam e man since 
the robbery, and his friends are confident 
tbat these blows were the cause of the 
mental aberration which caused him to 
take his own life.

The City Council yesterday took action 
on the franchise granted abont' a year 
ago to L. F . Scott and J . M. C. Marble, 
as agents for the Los Angeles, Salt Lake 
and Atlantic railroad, for a right of way 
through this city. The agreement en­ 
tered into involved, on the part of the 
city, the placing of deeds to certain 
pieces of property in escrow, and on the 
part of the company the paying for tbe 
construction of a part of the approaches 
to tbe bridges under wbicb the track was 
to pass, tbe putting in of a levee on the 
east side of the river, and Ihe beginning 
of work on the line within a year. 
It appears tbat the city failed to fulfill 
its part of the contract, for tho deeds for 
the property were never placed in escrow. 
It therefore becomes a m atter of doubt 
whether the city can call npon the hold­ 
ers of the franchise to fulfill their part of 
the contract, and in default of tbeir do­ 
ing so revoke the fr&Dcbiee. This ap­ 
pears to be tbe view of tbe case taken 
iy the holders of tbe franchise. Messrs. 
Scott and Marble were seen yesterday, 
but they declined to make any comment 
on the action of the Council. It is quite 
evident, however, from the unconcern 
which they exhibit tbat they do not con­ 
sider tbat they have lost anything by it.

The Utah Railroad Franchise 
Revoked. 


THE CITY ATTORNEY’S OPINION. 


The Bridges to be Repaired—The City 
Receiving Hospital—Other 
Business Transacted. 


The City Council met yesterday morn­ 
ing, President Frankenfield in the chair, 
and Messrs. Hamilton, Bonsall, Van 
Dusen, Brown, Shafer, Snmmerland, 
Wirsching and McLain present. 
The Street Superintendent objected to 
the payment for the wing dams on the 
east side of the levee, as they were not 
properly constructed. Referred to the 
Finance Committee. 
The 8treet Superintendent asked that 
the lines of the Arroyo Seco be defined. 
Referred to the City Engineer. 
The Street Superintendent asked that 
his chief clerk be allowed $100 per 
month. Referred to the Committee on 
Ways and Means. 
The report of the City E n gineer &b 
published in the H eba ld w as read and 
adopted. 
Special specifications for paving Tem­ 
ple street were read and adopted. These 
specifications provide that the cement 
must be mixed in the same block on 
which it is laid. 
Ordinances of intention to establish 
the grades of portions of Fourth 
and Fifth streets were read and 
adopted. 
An ordinance of intention to establish 
the grade of a part of Figueroa street 
was read and adopted. 
An ordinance changing the grades of 
portions of Pearl and Seventh streets 
was read and adopted. 
Ordinances of intention to improve por­ 
tions of Buena Vista street, Castelar 
street and Rosas street, were read and 
adopted. 
The City Attorney presented the follow­ 
ing opinion: On December 7, 1888, the 
City Council pAssed an ordinance grant­ 
ing a franchise to the Los Angeles, Utah 
and Atlantic Railroad Company, and the 
city also agreed to convey to said com­ 
pany a strip of land sixty feet in width 
and extending along the east bank of the 
Los Angeles river from a point 360 feet 
north of Hell’ street to the south boundary 
of the city; also three pieces of land lyiDg 
on the éaBt side of the river, south 
of Downey avenue and north of Chavez 
street. The conditions upon which said 
lands were to be deeded were that the 
said company would build a line of rail­ 
road from this city to Long Beach, and 
within one year from the passage of said 
ordinance, viz., December 7,. 18S8, con­ 
struct a levee along the east side of the 
Los Angeles river from a point 300 feel 
north of HoiT street to the south city 
boundary, said levee to be built in accord­ 
ance with the plans and specifications 
then on file in the office of the City En­ 
gineer, and to be so constructed as to pre­ 
vent property belonging to the inhab­ 
itants on the east side of the river from 
being injured or destroyed in case of 
flood; said company was also to keep 
Baid levee in repair after the same was 
built. There was a proviso therein that 
in case said levee was not constructed 
within the time prescribed that all land 
therein agreed to be sold should revert to 
the city, and said right of wav should be 
forfeited. It was also provided therein 
that the Mayor should execute a convey­ 
ance of said property which should be 
placed in escrow in the First National 
Bank, to be delivered to said company 
when the above conditions were per­ 
formed. I have inquired at the First 
National Bank and have been informed 
that no such escrow has been left there. 
I have also examined the city and County 
records and find no record of the same, 
and from the best information I can ob­ 
tain I am of the opinion that the deed 
was never executed or placed in escrow. 
This railroad company has failed to 
either build a railroad or construct a 
levee, as they were required to do, and 
has forfeited all right to said land, 
rights of way and franchise, and I advise 
that the Council formally declare such 
forfeiture. 
The ordinance revoking and forfeiting 
the franchise wa9 read and adopted. 
An ordinance defining the lines of 
Scarf street was read and adopted. 
The report of the Board of Public 
Works as published in the H erald was 
read and adopted. 
An ordinance of intention to pave 
Temple street from Main to Grand av­ 
enue was read and adopted. 
The report of the Police Commission­ 
ers as published in the H erald was 
read and adopted. 
Mr. McLain wanted to know what was 
to be done for a Receiving Hospital. 
Major Bonsall said that the under­ 
standing was that there was to be a 
Receiving Hospital there. 
Mr. McLain said the understanding 
was that the old City Clerk’s office was 
to be turned into a Receiving Hos­ 
pital. 
Major Bonsall moved that the Build­ 
ing Committee be Instructed to provide 
a place in the old City Hall for a Re­ 
ceiving Hospital. Carried. 
The Bridge Committee recommended 
that the Street Superintendent repair 
the Buena Vista-street bridge. 
President Frankenfield called atten­ 
tion to the fact that the Santa Fe Com­ 
pany was responsible for the breaking 
of the Bqpna Vista-street bridge and 
should be requested to repair the same. 
Major Bonsall wanted to know whether 
the city was going to allow the railroad 
bridges to be erected in opposition to the 
ordinances of the city. He said that as 
long as there was an ordinance it should 
be obeyed. 
Major Bonsall moved that the City 
Clerk notify the railroad companies that 
they must construct bridges in accord­ 
ance with the ordinances. 
Mr. Van Dusen moved that the City 
Attorney take steps to have the Santa 
Fe repair the Buena Vista-street bridge. 
The report of the Finance Committee 
was read and adopted, and the City As­ 
sessor was allowed a number of deputies, 
subject to the approval of the Council. 
A fte rn o o n S e ssio n . 
Mr. Shafer moved that the ordinance 
relating to the delinquency of taxes be 
amended so that the Tax Collector shall 
not collect 50 cents where the property 
is not advertised. Carried. 
Mr. Brown moved that the Street 
Superintendent be instructed to remove 
the street-car track on Seventh street be­ 
tween Wall and Alameda. Carried. 
Mr. Summerland moved that a zanja 
be constructed on Aliso street. Carried. 
Mr. McLain moved that a cross-walk 
be placed on Temple street. Carried. 
Mr. Van Dusen moved that a man 
named Cook be allowed to connect with 
the New Main street sewer. Carried,

Companies Trying to Evade 
the Law. 


DECEPTIVELY -WOKDED POLICIES 


Commissioner Merrill’s Restrictions 
on the New York Life 
Concern. 


I Associated Press Dispatches to th e H erald. 


C h ic a g o , 
December 
3 0 .—Insurance 
Commissioner Merrill has written an 
open letter to President Beers, of the 
New York Life Insurance Company, one 
of the three largest life insurance com­ 
panies in the world, pointing out w hat he 
calls unlawful actions of said company. 
H e charges the company w ith issuing a 
misleading policy, and making an unfair 
discrimination among insurants. 
The 
Commissioner says recently there came 
to the notice of the departm ent a form of 
policy issued by this company called 
“ ordinary wife distribution policy.” A 
careful exam ination of this policy, he 
says, shows it to be not wholly inconsis­ 
ten t with the spirit of the statute, but 
contrary 
to 
its 
language, 
while 
its 
provisions 
render 
it 
unfair, 
misleading and 
ensnaring. 
Under 
its terms and in the practice of the com­ 
pany discrimination is made among in­ 
surants of the same class, and insurance 
is provided in a manner not 
perm itted 
by law. 
Besides being unlawful, the 
term s and conditions attached render it, 
to an experienced applicant, very com­ 
plicated and liable to misunderstanding 
and deception. There is, he says, no 
possible advantage in its intricacies to 
compensate for the confusion and liabil­ 
ity to error and disappointm ent of the 
insured, 
and the only apparent or 
conceivable 
reason for the m anner 
of constructing the 
prem ium, is to 
enable the company to evade the law 
and continue the forbidden rebate prac­ 
tice. It is clear, the Commissioner says, 
th a t this scheme in its general outline is 
such a departure from the established 
principles of the advance paym ent or 
old-line life insurance, as to justify under 
the law the restraint of its prosecution 
by any company authorized to operate 
w ithin the commonwealth. If the issue 
ol these policies is allowed to continue, 
not alone will the particular company 
which adopts it suffer in the character 
and in the quality of its business, but all 
companies will be compelled to struggle 
losingly under the unjust competition, or 
adopt sim ilar unlawful schem es, to the 
general demoralization and loss to the 
whole life 
insurance interest. Major 
Benjamin Calef, the New England m an­ 
ager of the New York Life Insurance 
Company, said today he had received a 
i copy ef the Insurance Commissioner’s 
circular, but did not thiok it incumbent 
upon him to say anything, inasmuch as 
it was addressed to the President of the 
company.

P a u l , December 
30.— Advices 
here seem to indicate that the great 
snow storm of Saturday extended over a 
large area. 
RnmorB were rife in the 
newspaper offices that many wires west 
of here were down and travel delayed. 
The center of disturbance appears to 
have been at Huron, where the wind 
veered to the north, and the storm in­ 
creased until it became a terrible bliz­ 
zard, 
blowing fifty 
miles an hour. 
The memorable experiences of two 
years ago have prevented the peo­ 
ple from unduly exposing themselves 
on the prairieB, and no bad results 
are anticipated. The storm has been 
marked in places by singular phenom­ 
ena. At W inona ram descended in great 
sheets, and the whoie city was flooded. 
W hen the rain stopped the mercury fell 
thirty degrees in four hours. 
People can 
skate to business 
this morning. At 
other points electrical disturbances pre­ 
ceded the fall of snow. Duluth was vis­ 
ited with a severe blizzard, ushering in 
the heaviest snowfall of 
the season. 
Much damage has been done in the city, 
and street cars are blockaded. Trains 
are delayed by drifts six feet deep in 
many places. 


THE: BARNW ELL INQUEST. 
A T e r r ib le SlK ht C o n fr o n ted th e 
(Joron er’a J u r y . 
C o lu m b ia , 8 . C ., December 3 0 .— The 
Coroner’s inquest into the death of the 
eight negroes lynched at Barnwell was 
held Saturday night at the scene of the 
tragedy. 
It wae a terrible sight which 
the jurym en looked upon. 
On the left 
side of the road were the bodies of Rip­ 
ley Johnson and 
M itchell 
Adams, 
charged with the murder of Heflerman. 
On the opposite side were the bodies of 
the six negroes charged with implication 
in the m urder of young Robert Martin. 
They were tied to trees on the roadside, 
their backs to the saplings. 
Ropes were 
passed around the trees and around the 
bodie3 of the men. 
W hen B hot, the 
weight of their bodies swung down on 
the ropes, and they occupied all sorts of 
grotesque and revolting positions. 
_ 
The frightful character of the wounds 
\ is shown by the testimony of the physi­ 
cians at the inquest and is in brief as fol­ 
lows: 
Henry Furse, ten balls in the 
body, age 24; Peter Bell, one ball in the 
back of neck at base of skull, age GO; 
Harrison Johnson, four balls in the body, 
age 35; Rafe Morrall, six balls in the 
head and body, either of which would 
have been fatal, age GO; “ Judge” Jones, 
eight balls, one in the brain, age 28; 
Robert Phoenix, four balls in the bodv, 
age 27; Ripley Johnson, eight balls in 
the body, one in the face, age 30 ; 
M itchell Adams, five balls, one through 
jche brain, age 35. 
) On this testimony the jury returned a 
werdict th at the eight men came to their 
death from gunshot wounds inflicted by 
some party or parties unknown. 
After the inquest the neighboring ne- 
roes were notified that they m ight re­ 
move the bodies if they desirea. The 
families of Ripley Johnson and Mitchell 
Adame removed their bodies to their 
homes, but the other six were treated as 
murderers and outcasts. There were 
none to mourn them . N either whites 
nor negroes wanted to move the bodies. 
The town declines to bury them because 
‘they were killed outside of its limits, 
but offers to furnish coffins if the ne­ 
groes will bury them . The remaining 
negroes declare they propose to pull up 
and leave the country. They assert there 
will be no retaliation. 


T b ey D id n't Slioot to K ill W hen 
T h ey R outed the Squatter*. 
S t. 
P a u l , December 30.— N owb was 
received ¡here this morning from Pierre 
that the half-breeds did not shoot to kill 
in the affray at Bar river with settlers. 
The ownership of the 200 acres south of 
Bar river, over which the trouble wae 
reported, has been in controversy for 
some time. 
The citizens of Pierre and 
new-comers have insisted that they had 
as much right to the reservation opposite 
Pierre as had the half-breeds and real 
estate dealers. The m atter culminated 
by about fifty men crossing tbe river 
with twenty loade of lum ber and taking 
possession of an unplatted portion a mile 
square. 
They platted this out and 
named it South Pierre. 
Meanwhile a 
band of thirty half-breeds collected, who 
rode in flourishing their weapons and or­ 
dering the settlers to leave. The few 
who remained to brave the storm then 
raging, readily gave way, but will return 
today with increased forces. 
About two 
hundred shots were fired by the half* 
bieeds, in the air, for the purpose of in­ 
timidating the settlers, but no person 
was hurt.

Elsewhere appears a somewhat lengthy 
communication from Mr. A. G. Glassell, 
who avails himself of the privilege ac­ 
corded by the Council to the citizens and 
taxpayers to discuss the several features 
of the suggestions of the Board of En­ 
gineers. 
Our City Fathers doubtless 
desired to avail themselves of the general 
judgment of our people before submitting 
the m atter to a vote. 
I t will be observed that Mr. Glassell 
calls attention to the extremely expen­ 
sive character of the Ballona Outfall 
8ewer, the estim ated expense of which 
has been increased from $440,000, the 
proposition voted down by the taxpay­ 
ers at the recent election, to $096.775. 
The addition is quite enormous, and in 
the judgment of the average Angelefio no 
good reason can be shown for it. 
We had previously pointed oat the 
largely expanded estim ates of the cost of 
th e projected sew er system, and also 
called attention to the fact that the en­ 
gineers themselves adm it that the beBt 
disposition of th e eewage of a city like 
Los Angeles, in view of the peculiar char­ 
acteristics of its surroundings, was to 
apply it to purposes of irrigation. Mr. 
Glassell correctly points ont that the 
Messrs. H erring and his associates were 
only withheld from decisively recom 
mending such a use of the sewage by the 
legal fact assumed by them that the city 
had no right to pollute the waters of a 
stream like the Los ÁDgeles river. 
I t is here th a t not only the arguments 
b a t the personality of Mr. Glassell as a 
distinguished 
lawyer come into play 
H e asserts that this assumption of the com­ 
m ittee is purely gratuitous, and that there 
are two m ethods by which the good offi 
ces of the Los Angeles river can be 
availed of in the winter season, on the 
few occasions in which it will be necessary 
to rely upon them . One of these meth­ 
ods is to purchase several hundred acres 
of land aligning th e river, and the other 
is the fam iliar procem of condemnation, 
H e also rem inds the Council that Mr, 
Tweedy, who owns two thousand acres 
of land to the south of the city not only 
offered to receive the sewage but to pay 
for the privilege cf using it. 
The H e r a l d showed, some time ago. 
th at the whole sewage of the great city 
of Berlin is disposed of on sewer farms 
located respectively six, eight and twelve 
miles from the city. 
In th at article the 
opinions of a corps of distinguished Eng 
lish engineers who had inspected the 
system were given to the purport that 
no detriment to health was noted from 
the contiguity of these sewer farms to 
the neighboring residents. 
In the same 
connection was quoted the opinion of 
Dr. Frankland, an em inent English phy­ 
sician, who said th at one acre, properly 
drained, wonld render innocuous the 
excreta of 3,300 persons. On the suppo­ 
sition that an acre should be allotted to 
each 
thousand inhabitants, 
it 
was 
dem onstrated in these columns that a 
sewer farm of one hundred acres would 
be ample to dispose of all the exuvise 
of this city for some years to come. 
Mr. Glassell devotes some space to 
the rem aika of the Board of Engineers 
concerning the deposition of the eewage 
in the ocean, and as a lawyer he gives 
it as his opinion that the city could be 
enjoined by owners of property adjoining 
the month of the sewer. 
But probably 
the greatest point made in his commu­ 
nication is the onerous expense of build­ 
ing the Ballona Outfall. 
We have seen 
these figures already swollen from $440,­ 
000 to $696 775. 
W hal guarantee have 
we th at we shall not see this'latter sum 
largely increased? The iron pipes by 
which it is proposed to carry the sewage 
■out 2,000 feet into the ocean will also 
be exposed to constant rust, and will 
have to be renewed at a great expense. 
Mr. H erring seems to have been paid 
A large sum to increase the already ex­ 
cessive outlay fof the Ballona sewer by 
over a quarter of a million dollars. 
At 
th e fam e tim e he has been careful to 
pi eserve his reputation as an engineer 
by making an elaborate argnment in fa- 
vor.of using the sewage for irrigation. 
The chances of Angelenos getting an 
effective sewer system will unquestion­ 
ably be largely increased by separating 
the 
proposition of Bewering the city 
from tb%(¡ which proposes the building of 
the expensive annex to Ballona. 
The 
voter should have the privilege of de­ 
claring for just what he wants, and if 
th at is not concedsd to him the chances 
are im minent that the necessary two- 
thirds majority will not be obtained.

Mr. Harrison and his 
Jingo Secretary of State are not in sym ­ 
pathy with their own people. I t dees 
not matter w hat they think, so long as 
the American people are with us heart 
and soul, as they are!”

In this they prop­ 
erly recognize the fact that whilst the 
engineers' opinions on strictly engineer­ 
ing problems are not to be questioned by 
the average citizen, that in reference to 
other questions involved in their report, 
their opinion is entitled to no more 
weight than that of an equal number of 
equally intelligent non-profeBsional sen- 
ftlemen. 
Especially when the report contains a 
statement of several different plans, the 
right is recognized in the average citizen 
to exercise his own judgment in selecting 
from those plans the one which he may 
consider the most practical, expedient 
and economical. 
The undersigned citizen, therefore, in 
response to the general invitation re­ 
ferred to, takes the liberty of making 
some suggestions on the subject. 
As to the financial and economic ques­ 
tions involved in the different plans sug­ 
gested by the engineers, the average citi­ 
zen and taxpayer is capable of determin­ 
ing for himself, and is deeply interested 
is seeing to it that no plan be adopted 
which would result in impoverishing if 
not actually bankrupting the city. 
The recommendation of the said en­ 
gineers to construct an outfall sewer to 
Ballona, at the cost of $696.775, is at 
least startling, especially wnen we re­ 
member that the former estimate for 
that sewer by our City Engineer was 
less than that amount by $25(3,775, and 
that even that proposition waB voted 
down by the people of the city. 
Such extravagant figures, such ex­ 
travagant discrepancies, make us doubt 
the infallibility of engineers on questions 
of economy 
The query is also sug­ 
gested: If $440,000, the former esti­ 
mate for this Ballona sewer, was $256 775 
short of the cost of that work, how 
much short will be the present estimate 
of $696,775 before the sewer shall be in 
shape for use ? 
Before voting this immense sum for 
this one sewer the average citizen is en­ 
titled to consider for himself that the 
structure when built would not last for all 
time. The 2,000 feet of cast iron pipe 
extending into thirty-five feet depth of 
Bea water will immediately commence 
rusting away, with a rapidity well known 
to those who have observed the action of 
sea water on iron. The iron pipes ex­ 
tended into the fresh waters of the great 
lakes make no precedent for pipes in sea 
water. 
In support of this plan the engineers 
assume to decide the law point that the 
sea beach land owners whose lands lie 
within 1,750 feet on either side of the 
place where the proposed sewer enters 
the sea cannot enjoin the use of Buch 
sewer, and in support of their opinion 
find the facts stated in their fifteenth 
finding, thus: 
Fifteenth. By carrying the outfall 
2,00) feet into the ocean from the shore 
and letting the sewage escape 25 feet be­ 
low low water, no sewage will be trace­ 
able in the ocean water, even with strong 
currents, at a distance of one and one- 
half miles from the outlet, and a chem­ 
ical analysis will be unable to detect any 
traces of sewage at a distance of two 
miles. 
As the land of these land-owners is not 
distant one and one-half miles from the 
. pipe, bat only 1,750 feet, and as 2,000 
feet is not equal to two miles, it is easy 
to see that the facts do not eupport their 
decision. Hence it may be true that the 
sewage being lighter than the sea water, 
rising to the Burface, would be driven by 
the prevailing winds onto the shore 
frontage of the land ownerB above refer­ 
red to, who have as much right to main­ 
tain injunction suite and protect their 
sea-bathing and sand beach pure from 
the pollution of sewage as have their 
neighbors of 6anta Monica, three miles 
away. This little circumstance is refer­ 
red to mainly for the purpose of showing 
that engineers are sometimes no better 
lawyers 
than 
economists, 
and 
for 
the purpose of throwing a doubt upon 
their other decision—that the city of 
Los AngeleB has no right to use the 
winter flow of the Los Angeles river for 
carrying off her surplus sewage during 
the rainy seasons, when the irrigators 
would not require it on their lands. The 
fact that the surplus sewage is now de­ 
posited into that river through a ditch 
or canal of the South Side Irrigation 
Company and was so deposited at the 
time of the writing of the engineers’ re­ 
port without any protest or complaint 
from anyone seems to have been un­ 
worthy of our engineers’ consideration. 
Bat as buffalo trails have tanght en­ 
gineers the best routes for crossing 
mountains, so the practical outfall ditch 
of the South Side Irrigation Company 
now probably teaches engineers and all 
intelligent citizens of this city the proper 
practical and economical course for the 
disposal of the city’s sewage during the 
short periods when it may not be re 
quired for irrigation. 
Practically the deposit in that stream 
daring the period above referred to is 
harmless and can work no serions dam­ 
age to any landowner on the river. Bat 
even should there be some question as 
to the legal right of the city in this 
respect it would not coet much to obtain 
a right of way from the riparian owners 
on this stream. About three months 
since Mr. Robert Tweedy, who owns about 
2,000 acres on that stream below .stated 
to the writer that he would gladly give 
the right of way in and along the coarse 
of the river through his land simply for 
the privilege of buying sewage for irriga­ 
tion, and thought that his neighbors be­ 
low would gladly do likewise. 
At any rate it is almost certain that 
such right of way can be purchased for 
a moderate sum of money, and in case of 
refusal by any riparian owner the right 
of way could be obtained by condemna­ 
tion proceedings. 
By adopting this course for the dis­ 
posal of our surplus sewage during the 
winter rainy season, we would accom- 
f»lish the object which our learned and 
ntelligent engineers unequivocally de­ 
clare would be the most desirable and 
economical of all plans which have oc­ 
curred to them, provided the legal right 
exists or can be obtained for so nsing the 
river bed. Would it not be prudent for 
us to investigate and see if this desir­ 
able right does not exiat-*!and if not, if 
it cannot be obtained, and what it wonld 
cost to make the right unquestionable ? 
To secare this right and adopt this 
plan of ontfall, would be an immense 
saving 
of 
money 
and 
time; 
for 
this course would make 
it 
unnec­ 
essary to build a close sewer further 
than to a proper place for depositing into 
the river bed in the winter season. A 
comparatively small expense might be 
required at t i mes Jfrp. plow open a rough 
oaual or canals ' 
/ the sandy bed of 
the river, to keep\ I flow in the proper 
places. It woolc-lilao probably be de­ 
sirable for the ';,/y to purchase some 


three or four hundred acres of sandy 
river bed at the places of deposit. 
All of these expenses, however, would 
be incomparably small in comparison 
with the immense cost of the Ballona 
sewer. 
Indeed, it would appear from a careful 
reading of the engineers’ report that the 
weight of the facts and opinions therein 
expressed favors this plan rather than 
the recommendation finally stated by 
them. Here are some quotations from 
that report. 
Of the diapoeition of sewage on land 
the report says: “ It is universally ac­ 
cepted by sanitarians and engineers that 
the moat efficient and desirable disposi­ 
tion of sewage is by irrigation on suit­ 
able lands. The properties of the soil as 
a powerful deodorizer have long been 
recognized. 
Its capacity as a filter ex­ 
ceeds that of an artificial one, chiefly 
because the irrigation fields represent a 
vastly greater area. 
The facts are that 
sewage can be made chemically pure 
only by land filtration, and that should 
always be resorted to for the disposition 
of sewage wherever practicable. 
“ Sewage farms need not cause any 
nuisance and are not necessarily un­ 
healthy. The sewage should be con­ 
ducted* in smooth, artificial channels, 
and should only run in earth ditches for 
temporary purposes. * * « From the 
foregoing it mast appear that on account 
of the nearness of large areas of irrigable 
lands, and the comparative distance to 
the ocean, a disposal of the sewage by 
irrigation is the moet suitable method 
for L ob Angeles. 
I t was therefore neces­ 
sary to ascertain what lands are avail­ 
able. The conditions of the climate of 
this section of the country, and the 
scarcity of water demand that none 
should be wasted. As tho city does not 
own lands for sewage disposal, the com­ 
mission inspected the t erritory lying to 
the soutb of it which needs irrigation for 
the production of crops, and prepared a 
circular which was handed to all prop- 
erty-holders that could be reached in the 
Vernon and Florence districts and in the 
direction of Ballona, inquiring as to their 
wishes in reference to sewage, in what 
form they would wish to use it—crude or 
purified—how many acres they owned, 
etc. 
“ A great number of answers wereob 
tained, and the results are tabulated in 
the report. 
These tables point nnmis 
takably to the following facte: 
“ First. That a great portion of the 
lands lying south of the city are suitable 
for irrigation purposes. 
“ Second. That au insufficient amount 
of land is offered for a permanent disposal 
of the dity’s sewage. 
“Third. That enough land is,however, 
available for a disposal during the dry 
season. 
“ Fourth. That an insuliicient amount 
of sewage-would be accepted in winter. 
“ T hese conclusions, together w ith th e 
experience obtained elsew here, clearly 
ehow th a t th ere will be no difficulty of 
disposing of the sew age on land south of 
th e city during th e sum m er, b ut th a t in 
w inter no dem and exiBts therefor. 


TH E PROBLEM, 
Therefore, requiring a solution, is the 
finding of a practicable method of dis­ 
posing of the sewage during the winter 
mouths.’’ 
At this point, when the engineers had 
apparently arrived at the proper solution 
of the problem, to-wit: the using of the 
winter flow of the Los Angeles river for 
disposing of sewage during the wet 
weather, they erected for themselves an 
insurmountable obstacle in the shape of 
a legal point,which they decided for them­ 
selves in the following words: 
“ Firet. There ie no legal authority to 
pollute a water course and to create and 
maintain a nuisance therein, and there­ 
fore crude sewage cannot be discharged 
into the Los Angeles river or any other 
availablo stream. 
'Second. For this reason it is not 
within the province of the commission to 
consider an outfall sewer to the river, 
nor far from the city, or to any water 
course within reach, without making 
provision for the proper purification of 
the sewage at the point of discharge.’’ 
It is here admitted that but for this 
supposed legal difficulty the surplus sew­ 
age, in its crude state, should be dis­ 
charged into the Los Angeles river dur­ 
ing the raiuy season, just as it is now 
being discharged by the South Side Irri­ 
gation Company. This writer does not 
intend \o find any fault with the en­ 
gineers for entertaining this legal opin­ 
ion. 
As 
to 
the 
abstract 
legal 
question, 
the 
doctrine 
is 
gener­ 
ally 
Bound 
as 
to 
the 
pollu­ 
tion of a fresh water stream by an indi­ 
vidual. But we do know that Rome dis­ 
charges her Be wage into her Tiber, and 
Paris hers into the Seine, all the year 
round. 
Cannot Los Angeles 
do the same 
thing into her river—for the limited pe­ 
riod of the winter rains—where euch use 
would be harmless? Or if she has not 
the strict legal right, cannot she obtain 
it as above suggested, especially when 
the engineers declare that it will almost 
bankrupt her to take any, other course? 
This writer feels confident from the 
purport of the engineers report, as well 
as from expressions orally made to him 
by Mr. Herring and others of the com­ 
mission, that but for the supposed in­ 
surmountable legal difficulty in reference 
to the L ob Angeles river, the plan finally 
recommended by the commission would 
not have been recommended. 
Bat in lieu thereof, those intelligent 
gentlemen would have unhesitatingly 
prepared the plan here suggested, or 
something like it. 
If the course here 
suggested be 
adopted we can have a practical outlet 
for our sewage completed before the next 
winter rains, besides saviDg hundreds of 
thonsands of dollars to the city. 
If the Ballona scheme be adopted, 
even under favorable conditions, it will 
be years before any practical use can be 
made of it. although the immense esti­ 
mated coet will have to be paid all the 
same. 
This is eminently a case where farther 
investigation should be had, further 
knowledge obtained in reference to the 
availability of the Los Angeles river 
route, before discarding it and plunging 
oar city into an abyss of debt. 
Hoping tbeee suggestions may be of 
some use to the citizens of our city and 
to those conducting the affairs of our 
city, the writer is respectfully, 
A n d r e w G l a s h e l l .
